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It is said by those competent to know that the recently 
completed St. Lawrence canal system will permit the pas- 
sage to the lakes of not less than 140 of the smaller war- 
ships of Great Britain. All vessels measuring 265 feet 
in length or less can readily steam to the lakes by way of 
these canals. 





About the first of January the Adjutant General’s Of- 
fice will issue a general order giving in full the names of 
all those officers and men who have been given medals of 
honor, certificates of merit or favorable mention of any 
kind for services performed since the beginning of the 
Spanish war. This list comprises several hundred names, 
among which appear those of several civilians. 


“Freedom,” a Manila paper, says: That the American 
soldier is a devil in a fight and an angel in the hos- 
pital, was well illustrated by the work of Maj. O’Brien’s 
column. They would no sooner disperse one body of 
the enemy than they would run into another. As they 
left every captured position, ambulances and litters car- 
rying off the Filipino dead and wounded could be seen 
in the rear. It was the best taste of the civilizing pro- 
cess that those poor fellows had ever enjoyed.

A statement showing the total number of Volunteers 
enlisted in the service of the United States for the war 
with Spain, has recently been prepared by the Adjutant 
General’s Office. On summing up the number of officers 
commissioned in both the line and staff for the service 
simply against Spain the Department get a total of 
10,017. The enlisted men numbered 218,218, making a 
grand total of 223,235 Volunteers who actually served 
against Spain. Of course, the larger part of this force 
never heard a hostile shot fired, but they were all in the 
field under orders. 


As a result of the investigation made in the case of the 
troopship Tartar, orders have been issued stopping the 
pay of Major John A. Rafter, Surg., 20th Kansas Vols. 
Tt is understood that this action was taken at the request 
of General Shafter, and was heartily indorsed by the Sec- 
retary of War. General Shafter, it is stated, suggested that 
the pay in Major Rafter’s case be suspended pending the 
settlement of certain accounts for the provisioning of sick 
soldiers on board the transport. Major Rafter represents 
to the War Department that he is in no way responsible 
for the conditions existing on the transport. 





Capt. Samuel G, Cuellar, Aide of the Mexican Minis- 
ter of War, who accompanied Minister Mariscal on his 
recent trip through the United States, speaks delightedly 
on his return to Mexico of his visit to West Point, where 
he renewed acquaintance with Lieut. 8. G. Jones, whom 
he met when both were stationed on the border some 
years ago. The cadets’ work in recitation, in the gym- 
nasium, in horseback exercises, in the artillery drill, ex- 
cited the admiration of the Mexican visitor, and he says 
a good word for their conduct in the dining room, which 
perhaps he thought worthy of imitation by our big uni-

The fight will be continued in the Senate this session 
against the present method of the Navy Department in 
procuring armor plate. The Senate Committee on Naval 
Affairs seem to be heartily in favor of establishing a Gov- 
ernment factory to make armor plate, and thus do away 
with the necessity of purchasing from private concerns. At 
present the Government is forced to pay $445 a ton for 
Krupp armor. Last year Congress limited the Depart- 
ment to $300 a ton for its plate, and hence the work on 
the new ships was delayed to some extent. Senator Till- 
man is one of the strongest advocates for the establish- 
ment of an armor plate factory, and is of the opinion that 
favorable legislation will be obtained during the present 
session of Congress. 
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James EB. Roach appeals from the action of the Au- 
ditor for the War Department in settlement of his 
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claim for allowances as Captain of Co. CO, Ist New York 
Inf., under. the act of Jan. 12, 1899. The claimant al- 
leges that during the furlough period he was busy pre- 
paring muster rolls, physical examination blanks and 
completing all books and records necessary to the mus- 
ter out of his company. He states that two officers of 
his regiment similarly situated have been paid the extra 
pay and that he believes that he is entitled to the same. 
The Controller holds that on thé record and evidence in 
the case he is of the opinion that the claimant had the 
furlough privileges, and that he is not entitled to the 
extra pay claimed.

An opinion was rendered by the Supreme Court of the 
United States last Monday, relative to the naval prize 
money cases growing out of the capture of the Spanish 
steamer Buenaventura during the war with Spain. It 
was decided that the condemnation of the vessel was con- 
trary to the terms of the President’s proclamation, and 
orders were issued turning the proceeds of the sale over 
to the owners. The condemnations of the vessels Pedro 
and Guido were affirmed by the court. In the case of 
the Buenaventura the decision turned upon the point as 
to whether the President’s exemption order applied to ves- 
sels which had left American ports for the ports of neu- 
tral countries prior to the issuance of the proclamation. 
It was decided that it did apply to vessels under this con- 
dition.

The War Department has begun work on the somewhat 
extensive fortifications which it proposes to put at vari- 
ous points at the entrance of Chesapeake Bay. The first 
batteries installed will be at Cape Henry. After a care- 
ful consideration of the conditions existing between the 
capes, it has been definitely decided that for the present 
it will be impracticable to lay mines in the channel at 
that point. Hence the main defences will continue to be 
at Fort Monroe, where a formidable array of batteries 
have been installed. The surveys now being made at 
Cape Henry are only preliminary to those to be made at 
Cape Charles. The actual work of construction has not 
as yet begun. It is the intention of the Chief of Engi- 
neers to have this entrance one of the strongest fortified 
points on the Atlantic coast.

Frederick Palmer, the war correspondent, who has 
spent many months in Manila, writes for the January 
Scribner’s a judicial view of the situation in the Philip- 
pines, which shows what has been accomplished and 
what mistakes have been made. It is the clearest ac- 
count of the difficulties and the achievements of the 
army which has yet appeared. It also points the way 
to what ought to be done. Theodore Roosevelt’s Crom- 
well, which begins in the January Scribner’s, is to be 
most abundantly illustrated.

crease the pension of the widow to $100 a month. Col. 
Egbert, one of the heroes of San Juan, was killed in 
the Philippines. The straitened condition of the Egbert 
family is not due to any previous extravagant living, 
but the deceased officer, some years ago, invested in a 
mining scheme and got friends to invest also. The mine 
proved a failure, and since, every month he deducted a 
certain amount from his pay, which he sent to the men 
who had invested and lost. They protested, saying 
that they had gone into the matter as a speculation and 
did not hold him responsible, but he insisted.

Rear Adml. N. H. Farquhar, U. 8S. N., commanding 
the North Atlantic Squadron, has an article in the “In- 
dependent” for Dec. 7, on the harbor of Pago-Pago. The 
Admiral shows that the need of this harbor was keenly 
appreciated by naval officers stationed on the Pacific 
coast years ago, and that since the Spanish-American 
war its value to us has more than doubled or tripled. The 
control of it now may almost be looked upon as a neces- 
sity, as it lies in the direct route of our future commerce 
between San Francisco and the Far East. Except for its 
great strategic importance, the island of Tutilia would 
hardly be worth negotiating for. Its products will never 
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form any considerable article of commerce. The Admira! 
illustrates the value of the harbor as a shelter for ship- 
ping by his experiences during a hurricane while in com- 
mand of the Trenton. It is the only safe harbor in 
Samoa, and can be easily fortified and made impregna- 
ble. The climate is delightful, and the Samoan islands 
are so beautiful and picturesque that they will invite 
American residents. 

The Eastern Challenge Cup is presented by the Hast- 
ern Yacht Club as a perpetual challenge cup for com- 
petition by the New York, Seawanhaka Corinthian, 
Larchmont, Atlantic and Bastern Yacht Clubs, and such 
other American yacht clubs haying stations on salt water 
as may from time to time be added to this list by con- 
sent of a majority of the clubs already upon it. The 
yachts in competition shall always be single-masted 
vessels, with or without centerboards, with a water- 
line length of not less than thirty-nine or more than 
forty-six feet, in racing trim without crew aboard. In 
ease there shall be more than one challenge for one 
year, the challenging yachts shall sail a series of races, 
under the management of the club holding the cup, and 
the winner of the series, or of a sail-off in case of a tie, 
shall be accepted as the challenger for the year. Such 
selected challenger, or the sole challenger, shall contest 
for the cup in a series of races, best three out of five. 
The intention is to promote the development of yachts of 
moderate dimensions and cost, which, while possessing 
high speed, will also be useful for other than mere rac- 
ing purposes.

The secretary of the National Temperance Society, in 
an address in New York, Dec. 9, made anti-canteen 
statements with the high color of exaggeration that 
seems to be inseparable from temperance zeal. He says 
he once saw a canteen bar 200 feet long, with ten bar- 
tenders behind it, and men in front of it two or three 
feet deep. If any one else but a professional teetotaler 
had said this we should ask what liquor he drank. He 
evidently has seen not only double, but triple. He draws 
a picture of Christian young men who did not desire 
to use liquor being detailed as bartenders. The infer- 
ence is that they were so detailed against their will, and 
that if they had refused they would have been put in 
the guard house. It is strange that the secretary gave 
no instances of men being so imprisoned, and it is scarce- 
ly conceivable that if any large number of protesting 
young men had been so detailed one or two anyway 
would not have made an issue of the compulsion by 
going to the guard house for principle’s sake. We have 
yet to hear of a commanding officer who did not re 
spect the conscientious scruples of a man detailed to that 
duty. 





J. T. Bucknill, who signs himself “Lieutenant Colonel, 
late Royal Pngineers,” writes to the New York “Times” 
from England to take Capt. Zalinski, U. S. A., to task 
for magnifying the ‘mportance of stationary defences on 
the coast line. The English officer says that for such 
a nation as ours to spend money on coast defence, ex- 
cept in the protection of its naval arsenals, rather than 
spend the same amount in fighting ships and sailors is 
a short-sighted policy. America’s distance from Europe 
is proof that the safety of her coasts would be better as- 
sured by a powerful fleet than by any quantity of har- 
bor and coast defences. Fortifying a harbor, he main- 
tains, simply invites bombardment. The covering fleet 
itself must have naval arsenals and building sheds and 
repairing shops, and these should be situated ten or 
twelve miles from the open sea, and the waterway 
thereto be well defended by forts, guns and mines. Land 
defences, in the view of Col. Bucknill, are unnecessary in 
America, except possibly across Long Island to cover 
New York. Of course, so skilful a controversialist as 
Capt. Zalinski would make much of the breach in the 
British Colonel’s argument involved in the exception of 
Long Island.

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The Nashville (Tenn.) “American,” with more sec- 
tional pride than military judgment, we are afraid, re- 
cently proceeded to show that the credit for the recent 
successes in Luzon is due to General Joseph Wheeler, 
whose plans for the use of cavalry were followed, it 
asserts, by General Otis: “The unexpected blows which 
have shattered and destroyed the Filipino government in 
Luzon,” says the Tennessee strategist, “were delivered 
in the main by the cavalry.” If the “American” will 
run over the operations that were carried out before 
the intrepid General Wheeler arrived on the scene, it 
will see that the-doom of the rebellion was sealed when 
General Otis last spring and summer pushed MacArthur, 
Wheaton and Lawton up the Dagupan Railway to San 
Fernando and the Rio Grande River. The heaviest or- 
ganized resistance of the insurgents was made during 
that campaign. General Otis had things so well in hand 
when he reached the Rio Grande in the summer that if 
his army had not been broken up by the return of the 
Volunteers and he could have spared the men for the 
purpose, he could have sent a brigade to Dagupan and 
done probably just as he has done these latter days. In 
the move up the railway last spring the cavalry, from 
the nature of the country, could be of small service, and 
much of their participation in the fighting in those days 
was as dismounted infantry. In the last few weeks the 
cavalry has done excellent work in pursuing the rebel 
bands and preventing their massing, but the fate of the 
Filipinos was decided by the closing in of the American 
columns from the north and south. No heavy fighting 
has marked this movement, showing that when General 
Otis inflicted the defeats of last epring he took the heart 
out of the insurrection.

A portion of his forces 
divided into large or small parts, as the eopnace segeree, 
is engaged in following up the fleeing bands of fugi- 
tives, for every insurgent in the northern part of Luzon is 
practically a fugitive. The fact that General Young’s 
command has had a conflict with the fleeing Aguinaldo’s 
read guard shows that our men are learning to move 
rapidly in the Philippine semi-wildernesses.

surrendered to Capt. Coghlan. of the U. 8. S. Baltimore, 
on the promise of being kept out of the hands of the 
Filipinos. They were turned over to the Filipinos after 
the surrender, and were kept on a rebel steamer until 
their release recently. Col. del Rio says Capt. Coghlan 
was sincere, but Admiral Dewey sent an order to deliver 
the Spaniards to the rebels.

PROMOTION OF GENERAL WOOD. 


Notwithstanding hints to the contrary, the Senate has 
confirmed the nomination of Maj. Gen. Wood. It was be- 
lieved that some opposition might be made in the Sen- 
ate to his appointment on account of the officers who are 
jumped by the promotion, General Wood’s popularity is, 
however, very great in the Senate, and the Committee on 
Military Affairs reported favorably without one dissent- 
ing voice. His promotion is so much out of the usual line 
that it has raised the question why he should be passed 
over the heads of such distinguished military officers as 
Generals Wilson, Lee, Wheeler, Bates, Young, Chaffee 
and Ludlow, all of whom have done most excellent serv- 
ice since they have held their Volunteer commissions. 
In fact, it seems to be the universal opinion that when 
General Wood goes to Cuba as military Governor those 
officers serving in the island, and over whose heads Gen- 
eral Wood has been raised, will feel that, in justice to 
themselves, they should resi their Volunteer com- 
missions, and if they are in the Regular establishment 
obtain some other assignment. This would be most un- 
fortunate just at the present time, when affairs in Cuba 
are assuming, under the administration of these of- 
ficers, such a _ peaceful and _ well-regulated aspect. 
As to the ability of General Wood and his fitness to 
command no question is raised. He has recently pro- 
posed a plan to the President and the Secretary of War 
whereby he hopes to greatly help improve the conditions 
of the destitute children of Cuba. There are a large 
number of unused buildings scattered over the island 
and formerly used by the Spanish troops as storehouses 
or barracks. General Wood proposes to have them re- 
paired and used as industrial schools for the poorer 
children. Already large private subscriptions have been 
promised by interested Americans, and it is thought if 
a call is made there will be little or no difficulty in rais- 
ing the desired funds to carry through the project. Ow- 
ing to the conditions which have existed for so long in 
Cuba it is very difficult to find among the natives any 
good mechanics. It is General Wood’s idea to train chil- 
dren at these schools to be good and efficient mechanics. 
He also hopes to establish, in the future large agricul- 
tural schools in the interior of Cuba. 

The action of the President in relieving General Brooke 
and assigning General Wood to command in Cuba was 
predicted in the Army and Navy Journal last week. The 
Administration declares its satisfaction with the work of 
General Brooke, and, in fact, the order relieving him of his 
command, expresses the thanks of the President to this 
officer for his faithful and efficient services performed 
while in Cuba as Military Governor. The presence of 
General Brooke in Washington is desired by the Admin- 
istration for the purpose of securing information in re- 
gard to the actual condition of affairs in Cuba. It is be- 
lieved that he will then be ordered to his old command 





of the Department of the Lakes, with headquarters at 
Chicago. This assignment will be perfectly acceptable to 
him. 


As soon as it became generally known that he had 
been appointed Military Governor of Cuba, General Wood 
called at the War Department and personally thanked 
the Secretary for the assignment. He was then given his 
instructions and ordered to lnm immediately to his 
new command. It is believed that General Ludlow will 
be made a Brigadier General in the Regular Army at the 
first opportunity which presents itself, as the President 
and the Secretary of War recognize the value of his effi- 
cient services.

I am informed that the outbreak of natives in the dis- 
trict of South Negros was the result of reported recent 
great insurgent victories in Luzon and Panay, which the 
natives believe. Extent of outbreak not ascertained. 

A. C. Ledyard, 6th Inf., was killed and two pri- 
vates wounded. One of our chief difficulties arises from 
the circulation of falsehoods among natives. Defamatory 
news articles of United States and Europe are promptly 
published in Spanish in San Francisco, Madrid and by 
the Hong Kong Junta and circulated in the Philippines. 
The insurgents have based all hopes upon false rumors. 
The hospital ship Relief has just returned from Vigan, 
bringing 272 sick soldiers and 232 Spanish prisoners. Re- 
ports several hundred Spanish prisoners at Vigan, for 
which we send transport this evening. Col. Hare, 23d 
Inf., took Bangued on the 5th inst., and is now, with a 
portion of his regiment and a battalion of the 34th Inf., 
in pursuit of insurgents on the road southeast to Lepanto.

are supposed to be retreating with American prisoners.

MILEAGE FOR NAVY OFFICERS. 


The Secretary of the Navy has transmitted te Con- 
gress several important bills which it is desirous of hav- 
ing passed at this session. To Senator Hale, chairman of 
the Senate Committee on Naval Affairs, Secretary Long 
transmits a bill to provide for the payment of mileage 
at eight cents mile to officers of the Navy traveling 
within the limits of the United States. In his letter to 
Senator Hale he says: 

“Section 18, Act of March 31, JEO8, peytiees that com- 

a the Med- 


ical and Pay Corps shall receive the same pay and al- 
lowances, a forage, as are or may be p led by or 
in pursuance of law for the officers of corresponding rank 
in the Army. Under this provision, as construed the 
Comptroller of the Treasury, the officers of the Navy 
affected thereby receive the mileage and allowances for 
transportation of baggage, prescribed by law for officers 
of the Army. In practice this arrangement is found com- 
plicated an ere. partly by reason of the fact 
that transportation must, in many cases, obta over 
bond-aided railway lines, subject to the restrictions im- 
posed by law with regard to such service, but chiefly be- 
cause the Navy Department has no organization corre. 
sponding to the Quartermaster’s Department of the 
Army, under which the entire territory of the United 
States is divided into nine military departments, each 
having a Chief Quartermaster and a number of assist- 
ants. While it true that in a few seaports of the 
country officers of the Pay Co are stationed, none are 
on duty in the interior, even in the large cities. The 
Pay Co of the Navy is, therefore, not so equipped as 
to be able to handle the matter of transportation. In 
this condition of affairs the Quartermaster General of 
the Army has, after correspondence on the subject, cour- 
teously undertaken to handle the transportation of the 
baggage for officers of the Navy traveling under orders, 
but while this offer has been accepted, e ence has 
shown that the system is not, in its a tion to the 
weg: practically satisfactory. 

“To avoid the inconvenience and delays incident to the 
present system, the Department, after careful considera- 
tion of the matter,.deems it pi r to present to the 
committee a request that the method of reimbursement 
for traveling expenses by means of a fixed mileage, 
which prevailed in the Navy prior to the passage of the 
‘Personnel Act,’ and which was found satisfactory, be 
again adopted, and the accompanying draft has that 
purpose in view. This draft has been placed in the form 
of a separate bill, but it is suggested that it may perhaps 
properly, if the committee approve, be embodied as a 
clause in one of the general bills. As amended the 
bill will provide that in lieu of traveling expenses 
and all allowances whatsoever connected therewith, in- 
cluding transportation of baggage, officers of the Navy 
traveling from point to point within the United. States 
under orders shall hereafter receive mileage at the rate 
of eight cents per mile, distance to be computed by the 
shortest usually traveled route; but in cases where orders 
are given for travel to be performed repeatedly between 
two or more places in the same vicinity, the Secretary of 
the Navy may, in his discretion, direct that actual and 
necessary expenses only be allowed. Actual expenses 
only shall be paid for travel under orders without con- 
tinental limits of the United States.” 


WITNESSES BEFORE NAVAL COURTS. 

The Navy has long felt the need of a law allowing 
the use of depositions of witnesses in naval military 
courts. Provision is made for the use of depositions of 
witnesses in Army courts, but there is no law for this 
course in Naval courts, and Judge Advocate General 
Lemly has drafted a bill extending the same privilege to 
the Navy as is possessed by the Army. He argues that 
there is even greater need for such a bill in the Navy 
than in the Army. The operations of the Navy extend 
over a much wider field than those of the Army, whicli 
in time of peace at least is restricted to our national bor- 
ders, while witnesses serving on board naval vessels are 
subject at any moment to be ordered to a distant station 
in foreign waters, rendering their recall for the purpose 
of giving testimony a matter of expense and delay. In 
such cases it becomes difficult to determine whether the 
interests of the service will be best prompted by dis- 
pensing altogether with the testimony of witnesses serv- 
ing on remote stations, and thus, perhaps, causing 4 
failure of justice, or, on the other hand, by a them 
to attend and testify, incurring heavy expenses, loss of 
time, and inconvenience. 

The Secretary of the Navy has also had prepared by 
Judge Advocate General Lemly a bill to secure the at- 
tendance of civilian witnesses before naval courts-mar- 
tial. In a letter submitting this bill to Congress, the 
Secretary says: 

“It often happens that important facts, necessary t? 
the conviction or ——- of a person accused, rest ex- 
clusively within the knowledge of civilian witnesses, and. 
as a matter of practice, the testimony of such witnesses 
is required before almost every important naval court: 
martial. The Department has found it necessary it 
some instances to allow serious offences to go unpuD- 
ished because the evidence required to convict was know? 
to be exclusively within the knowledge of civilian wit 
nesses, whose testimony could not be obtained. The 
necessity for some legislative action correcting the evil 
becomes constantly more urgent with the progress of 
modern naval development, a natural incident of which 
is that persons in the naval service are less isolated as 4 
class, and are brought far more frequently than formerly 
into relationship with civilians. oreover. the recordé 
disclose the fact that a p rtionately small number of 
the graver offences for which officers and men are 40- 
nually brought to trial by court-martial are committ 
during the activities of a cruise. But when vessels ar 
in port, or while officers and men are on duty at Navy 
Yards and stations, that is when ashore, whether 0? 
liberty or in the performance of some duty, 
temptations are presented, and offences are 
the eaoentta) features of which may be known to civilians 
only.

CAMPAIGNING IN THS PHILIPPINES. 

Las Banos, P. I., Oct. 22, 1899. 

The season of rain and typhoon is still on in the Phil- 
ippinés, wind @ay by day the country is flooded with the 
deluge of Water. The rice fields are flooded, the rivers 
high, and mud everywhere. in epite of the unfavorable 
conditions, however, there have been a number of very 
successful expeditions. After the battle of Las Pinas, 
in June, the enemy in the south were driven back from 
Bacoor and Imus to Morong and other points on Laguna 
de Bay (Bay Lake). In short order they were driven 
from Morong, where on July 6 six companies of the 21st 
Infantry relieved the North Dakota Volunteers. ‘The 
village of Morong was entirely deserted, only a very 
aged Filipino couple remaining there. From Morong 
several expeditions were made, the largest one being to 
Paete. 

in this expedition the troops set out along the shores 
of the lake one bright July morning, and marched 
through several towns without molestation. LEvery vil- 
lage was adorned with white flags, and the “amigoes” 
hid their guns until we had passed. We camped the first 
night at Pililla, a small native village, now a mass of 
blackened ruins. Part of the troops secured shelter in 
av old chureh here, while the rest utilized deserted huts. 

Pililla has, like all other towns in Luzon, a group of 
native huts and a large stone church. This church, as 
usual, had been converted into a fortification, and the 
thousands of Mauser cartridges lying about bore excel- 
lent testimony of the fighting which had taken place 
there. After a quiet night the troops formed at day- 
light, and eating a hasty meal of coffee, bacon and hard- 
tack, Started on a long day’s march over the mountains. 
‘the weather was cloudy, and a few drops of rain now 
aud then warned us of what was to come. All morning 
long, until 11 o’clock, we toiled and scrambled up the 
steep sides of the mountains, and rested for an hour on 
the summit, far above the lake. 

It was-a beautiful scene which greeted us, and under 
other circumstances we would have greatly enjoyed it. 
jnere was a little spring where we rested, and fiom it 
we filled our canteens and cups. Dipping pieces of hara- 
tack in the water and eating it constituted our lunch, At 
iz o'clock we started forward again, and shipped and 
scrambled down the mountain side. At intervals it 
iuined, and the ditches began to fill with water, while the 
ground became soft and siippery beneath our feet. lor 
iour hours we toiled down the mountain without a rest, 
and when we halted the men dropped upon the ground 
where they were, too exhausted to move further. 

We sat m the mud and water for five or ten minutes, 
and were once more moved forward against Mavyatic, 
expecting a hard fight there. We entered the town, how- 
ever, Without molestation, and bivouacked for the night. 
We bad just entered the town when the heavens made 
good the promise, and poured down rain in torrents. Our 
outposts were posted, supper (mine consisted of cocoa- 
nut and hardtack) eaten, amd we were ready for the 
night. The rain continued unceasingly, and the night 
was as black as ink. Our pickets had no shelter what- 
ever, @ad, after the long march of the day, it was very 
hard upon them. 

About midnight the report of a rifle, quickly followed 
by two more, awoke every soul in the town. In a mo- 
ment every soldier was up and awaiting orders, and all 
the while the firing on the outposts increased. ‘Then 
two companies were ordered out, and fired volleys into 
the darkness, and this ended the firing. One soidier had 
been wounded in the knee, and he was removed to the 
protection of a nipa hut. 

Karly next morming we were away again, passing along 
the lake shore, through Siniloan, San Antonio, Pangil, 
Baliacun, Paquil and finally into Paete. It was pitiful 
indeed to see the poor wounded soldier, wet to the skin, 
being carried on a stretcher slung to a pole between 
two Chinese coolies. A poncho thrown over the stick 
was all that afforded him protection, but he never mur- 
mured, Back with the rear guard old Sergt. Russell, a 
veteran of many Indian wars and the battle of San 
Juan, kept urgimg on the stragglers. He threatened, he 
implored, he did everything in his power to make them 
keep up. One foolish soldier, a mere boy, had started 
out with bad shoes, and had been forced to throw them 
away. Now he came limping painfully along with the 
rear ‘guard. Others who had fallen out from various 
causes were there, too, and the old Sergeant had all he 
could do to make them keep up. To fall behind the rear 
guard meant certain death, and they knew it, so they 
struggled on mile after mile. 

Behind the column, like a cowardly band of coyotes, 
skulked ‘a number of insurr watching to pick up 
any poor unfortunate who la behind. Occasionally 
we would catch a glimpse of them, but they would quick- 
ly hide when discovered. In every town we saw the 
handiwork of the insurgents. Strong breastworks of 
stone blockaded the streets, the windows in the houses 
W ~ beautifully loopholed, and trenches were every- 
where. 

We marveled at not meeting resistance, and wondered 
at the reason. Finally we discovered it. They couldn’t 
stand the rain; it was too cold for them. Aguinaldo 
suid the American soldiers would make good fertilizers 
for his fields when we died off during the rainy season, 
but we find that we can stand it far better than the 
natives, who turn blue with the cold (about 80 degrees). 

Every town through which we passed was half de- 
serted, aud ornamented with white flags. The natives 
who remained stood shivering in little yam as we 
passed, and wordered, no doubt, why the Americans 
didn’t stay at home w it rained. In one town there 
Was quite a crowd gathered in front of the church, and 
us we urch bells rang out the tidings. It 
looked as though they were celebrating our arrival, but 
on second thoughts we noticed the peculiarity of the 
bell-ringing. As the “point” of the advance guard 
the church, the bells an to toll; when the last man 
of the advance guard |, they ceased. 

When the head of the main body reached the church 
the pe sa again, and continued until the last 
an » when it ceased again. And so for the rear 
cuard. How plainly that told the people in the moun- 
taing that a emall body of troops passed, then a large one 
and another small one. The number of men could be 
judged by the time it took them to pass. 

Paete was nearly deserted, and we remained there one 
day and two ts, waiting for cascoes to take us back 
to Morong. F the cascoes came, and we waded 
far out into the lake, and climbed aboard. On the way 
across Private ord, Co. H, 21st Infantry, fell over- 
board. . , of the same company sprang after 
him in a noble attempt to save his life. ord was quick-

Calamba was a very strong point—the 
lake—and excellent trenches defended it.

Calamba 
was ours, but we had lost several men im killed and 
wounded, and still more when we again advanced our 
line on two consecutive days follo’ b 

Among those wounded was Lieut. James M. Love, who 
received a bullet in his right arm, which badly shattered 
the bone. A short time afterward the Lieutenant left 
for the United States. 

Las Banos, a pretty little place, about five miles from 
Calamba, was taken a day or 60 later without difficulty, 
and Cos. A and H. of the 2ist, were ordered to hold it. 
Las Banos is an old Spanish summer resort, t on 
the shore of the lake at the foot of the high forest cov- 
ered mountains. The baths are famous here in the is- 
land, for there are a number of boiling springs which 
bubble up clear and sparkling from the und. The 
water in these springs contains but little mineral, and 
therefore, palatable. It is used by the soldiers in 
their cooking, and is a source of great comfort to us. 
In the steaming water it is an easy matter to boil eges, 
warm up canned stuff, to scald chickens and bvil clothes. 
I have often poached eggs with ease in the spring. 

The springs run into the lake, mingling with the cool 
water there. Thousands of smail fish can be seen swim- 
ming close to where the hot water enters, and it is no 
trick at all to catch one on a line, d him a few 
inches to one side, and haul him out boiled. This is no 
exaggeration. But in spite of these boiling Las 
Banos is a cool place, thermometer usually standing 
at about 84 degrees in the shade. There are no mos- 

uitoes here, though Calamba is infested with them. 

e town itself is a very small one, consisting of the 
usual stone church, an old convent, a long frame build- 
ing, once used as a hotel and baths by the Spaniards, 
and about three hundred thatched huts. Our soldiers 
occupy the convent, church and baths, and a few rifle 
pits are thrown up about the buildings. 

So far we have been troubled but little by the insur- 
gents, though they have been very close to us, and some 
daring spirits have even entered the town, but not in 
uniform. Some days ago we were notified that the in- 
surgents had blockaded the town, allowing none of the 
natives out unless they paid a large sum of money (about 
$10 each). Accordingly Co. A was sent out to capture 
the nigger outpost—which had been discovered a short 
distance away—or drive them further back. The com- 
pany marched only a short distance, when they were 
suddenly met with a rattling v from the insurgents. 
Quickly our troops got into position on of a little 
ridge, which they were Wee at the , and re 
turned the fire. It was a hot ight for about five or 
ten minutes, and then the “niggers” ran. Soon after our 
men were again fired upon, from an ambush, but the 
enemy were quickly driven away. No man had been 
killed on our side, but one was just grazed on the knee. 
We learned afterward that we had killed four or five of 
the enemy. At any rate, the insurgents withdrew, and 
the blockade was raised. é 

The insurgents have sent an order, notifying all na- 
tives to leave town, for Las Banos is soon to be at- 
tacked in force. We have but about 200 men here, 
but it will uire a far superior force to drive us out. 
At Calamba things are not so tranquil. Every few days 
the insurgents make a vicious attack upon our troops 
there, but are always driven back. They have a lar 
Krupp gun, besides a revolving cannon, and constant 
drop shells into the town. 

In all cases, especially here in the south, the insur- 
gents have been very insolent and cqpeenive. It is ru- 
mored that the —y | have but little ammunition and 
food. Well, perhaps that is so, yet they have, time after 
time, kept 9 a steady fire of infantry and artillery 
for hours. e have captured several insurgent soldiers, 
but | always look well fed. The elds—which 
cover the whole country—are being harvested; fruit is 
abundant, and fish and fowls are cheap and plentiful. 
In every town through which I have passed I have seen 
hundr of chickens, Digs, caraboo and fruit and rice in 
abundance. After the Paete expedition a detachment of 
soldiers, under the protection of the “tin-clad“ Napi- 
dan, were sent back there to get some horses which had 
been abandoned by our troops. Lieut. Kopp, who was 
in command of the Napidan, opened fire upon the town, 
driving the inhabitants out before entering. The sol- 
diers made a careful search for the horses, but they were 
not to be found, so the expedition returned empty 
handed. Lieut. Kopp was afterward court-martialed 
for firing upon the town. 

Not long ago Capt. Larsen, of the 1ith Cavalry, in 
command of the Napidan, visited Paete. He had been 
there several times before, and entered the tewn without 
molestation—every native yroteasms to be “amigo.”

LEGISLATION FOR THE MEDICAL DEPART- 
MENT. 


Commenting editorially on the bill prepared by the 
Surgeon General of the Army for submission to Con- 
gress to increase the efficiency of the Medical Depart- 
ment, the New York “Medical Journal” says that the 
time has gone by “when men could lay aside the imple- 
ments of: the workshop and the field and, congregating 
together, form effective fighting forces,” although the 
work of the Boers may in a measure be considered an 
exception to that statement, The military man, to-day, 
it says, whether of line or staff, in any of its branches, 
is essentially a specialist. ‘The Medical Department of 
the Army is not alone for the succor of the sick and 
wounded. Its greater function is to maintain the fight- 
ing force at its highest efficiency by peovenins physical 
disability. It follows therefore that the military surgeon 
is also a sanitarian and, besides, an executive officer. 

No matter how great the ability of a civil practitioner, 
he cannot enter upon and immediately perform with ef- 
ficiency the duties of a military medical officer. The 
questions of sanitation and hygiene which come up in 
the military service are peculiar and unlike those of 
civil life. The aggregation of large numbers of men in 
camp and field calls for special knowledge of hygiene 





and sanitation relative to conditions which the civil 
practitioner never meets with. A high order of execu- 
tive and administrative ability is required of surgeons 
who are put in charge of the large general hospitals es- 
tablished in time of war. The “Medical Journal” main- 
tains that as an efficient nucleus the Medical Depart- 
ment should not only be sufficient in size for the imme- 


diate working of a standing army, but large enough to 
be the directing force when volunteer forces are added 
until these latter forces can be trained to the proper 
point. The increase in number of the Medical Corps is 
therefore required not only to meet the exigencies which 
now obtain in the service, but to provide a nucleus in case 
of future war. 


“The Medical Department of the United States 
Army,” says the “Journal,” “is recruited from the pro- 
fession throughout the country. In its ranks are repre- 
sentatives from all the leading medical colleges of the 
United States. For this reason it is in many respects 


a representative body, and the dignity and standing of 
the profession at large are affected either for g or 
ill by the efficiency with which the Medical Department 
of the Army performs its work. More than that, the 
efficiency of the Medical Department of the Army is a 
matter of National importance, for the lives and wel- 
fare of the individual members of the Army and the 
efficiency of the Army as a whole depend in large de- 
gree upon the efficiency with which this department is 
administered and worked. We would therefore recom- 
mend all possible effort on the part of the profession to 
further the passage of the bill.” 


THB ARMY AND THE NATIONAL GUARD. 


Guard officers generally do not favor the bill preferred 
by General Butterfield for making the Guard, or portion 
of it, a National militia, as a reserve to the Regular 
Army, receiving pay from the Government. It is the 
opinion that the scheme is impracticable.

2. Define the status of the Guard of law as a State

PORTO RICO. 


A correspondent who has had an opportunity to com- 
pare experiences in the Philippines with those in Porto 
Rico, says: 

“I have been rather favorably impressed with San 
Juan, and if it is a typical city of the island, there ig 
much to admire. It is a unique place and presents many 
novel features to the American visitor. Its streets are 
narrow, just wide enough for wagons to pass each other, 
well paved and clean, and the sidewalks are built ‘only 
for two.’ The bay is beautiful, and encircles the city 
in the segment of a circle. Flowers are not abundant, 
and birds are scarce, but there is a profusion of tropical 
vegetation everywhere. The buildings have flat roofs 
and a Moorish cast of architecture throughout. The peo- 
ple enjoy every shade of color known to the arts, with 
few possible exceptions, and one looks upon faces as 
black as night, brown, blue, cream colored, gray and con- 
glomerate, mingled together in happy profusion and in 
about equal proportions. 

“IT am told that the native Porto Ricans have always 
been indolent, but are now ogg | so. They got the im- 
pression, somehow, that when the American flag once 
caught the breeze on the island, great prosperity would 
follow, and all that would be required of a Porto Rican 
would be to sit idly down and permit prosperity to hunt 
him out and settle upon him like a halo upon the head of 
a saint.

THE DECEMBER MAGAZINES. 

The “Century” for December gives evidence of its 
permanent, return to the paths of peace except for the 
flavor of war found in John Morley’s life of Oliver Crom- 
well, and this is neutralized by James Jeffrey Roche’s 
impassioned appeal in verse, “Put up the Sword.” Dr. 
S. Weir Mitchell continues his “Autobiography of a 
Quack” and Earnest Seton-Thompson gives us another 
chapter in “The Biography of a Grizzly.” A Christmas 
character is given to this number by sketches and short 
stories by Edith M. Thomas, Jacob A. Riis, 8S. Weir 
Mitchell, Thos. A. Janvier and a picture by J. Alden 
Weir. Walter Besant describes life in East London and 
Joshua Slocum continues the story of his experiences 
“Sailing Alone Around the World.” John Burroughs has 
an article on “The Art of Seeing Things,” a subject he 
understands most thoroughly. The “Century” is so ad- 
mirable a magazine in all respects that a mere mention 
of its name is a passport to favor. 

The sculptures of the Dewey arch are pictorially illus- 
trated and critically described by Dwight L. Elmendorf 
in “Scribner's” for December. Christmas has its appro- 
priate recognition in story and verse. C. D. Gibson de- 
scribes the “Seven Ages of the American Woman” in a 
series of admirable drawings; Albert White Vorse has an 
illustrated article on “The American Seamen in the 
Antarctic ;” Dr. Frederick A. Cook discusses the possi- 
bility of Antarctic exploration, and Augustus Birrell, in 
an article on John esley, considers some aspects of 
the eighteenth century in England. This is not a full 
list of contents, but it is sufficient to give an idea of the 
last number of an always interesting magazine. The 
stimulus of rivalry leads to the constant improve- 
ment of magazine literature, one evidence of which is 
found in the spirited illustrations in color Pas 
Arthur Colton’s story, “The Portrait Ultimatum.” Even 
the covers of the “Scribner’s,” the “Century” and “Har- 
per’s” are works of art and a delight to the eye. 

“Harper’s” has lost nothing by its change of price and 
gives proof of still greater painstaking in illustration and 
printing, while its literary character is maintained at the 
high standard attained by half a century of effort and 
constant improvement. It also has as one of its features 
admirable illustrations of the skill attained in the art of 
color printing. 

The English view of the controversy between Briton 
and Boer is ably presented by Alleyne Ireland, in an 
article in the “Atlantic Monthly” for December, en- 
titled “Briton and Boer in South Africa.” The early 
differences between the two races which resulted in the 
great trek and the founding of the Boer Republic, were 
due to a combination of Dutch stubbornness and love of 
independence with British oflicial stupidity, misdirected 
religious zeal and the championing of native interests 
without due regard to what the Boers regarded as their 
inalienable rights of property. The difficulties thus orig- 
inating were aggravated by the vacillating and irritati 
policy pursued by the English colonial office. This cul- 
minated in the extraordinary weakness shown by the 
Gladstone administration ee as a reward of re- 
bellion what they had refused to petition and entreaty. 
After this experience the Boers naturally concluded that 
their surest way of obtaining what they sought was by 
iving the English another taste of their fighting quality. 
They have small cause to fear the result, for, as Mr. 
Ireland shows, “There is little reason to doubt that. 
under whatever name the South African Republic 
emerges from the conflict, the inhabitants of that country 
will be granted all the substantial rights of self-govern- 
ment.” This is only one of more than a score of interest- 
ing articles eqgeatns in the December “Atlantic.” The 
promises of the magazine for the coming year are ho 
ful for this continued interest of this ably edited period- 
ical. They include the “Autobiography of W. J. Still- 
man,” a discussion of the race problems in the South by 
Walter H. Page, a series of articles by a Yankton Sioux 
girl, article by John Fiske, John Muir, John J. Chapman, 
and stories by Henry James, Sarah Orme Jewett and 
Kate Douglas Wiggin. 

“St. Nicholas” for December is devoted to the delights 
of Christmas, from its frontispiece, showing a tree with 
dancing children, to its finish. One of its pleasantest

Publishes a decision of the Comptroller of the Treasury re- 
lating to commutation of rations to soldiers traveling on fur- 
lough, which has already appeared in the Army and Navy 
Journal. In conclusion the Comptroller decided as follows: 

“1. That soldiers furloughed under G. O. 114 and its 
amendments, while the same were in force, are entitled to 
a commutation of rations not furnished in kind at the rate 
of $1.50 per day while necessarily traveling to and from their 
respective homes,“and at the rate of 25 cents per day for 
the remainder of the time they are on furlough issued under 
said orders. 

‘2. That the regular annual appropriations for subsistence 
of the Army for the year in which the furlough was takep 
is properly chargeable with the commutation in question. 

“3. That soldiers on furlough under G. O. 114 are not en- 
titled to transportation at the expense of the Government. 

“The decision of the Auditor is modified to agree with the

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Judge Advocate General Lemly of the Navy has, at the 
request of Secretary Long, prepared a bill for the classi- 
fication of the vessels of the Navy, which is in accord 
with the views of the Judge Advocate General expressed 
in his annual report.

‘chairman of the House Committee on Naval Affairs, 


says: “The provisions of the law for the classification 
of vessels relate to vessels of designs now obsolete, and 
have reference to a period when offensive strength de- 
pended upon elements radically different from those by 
which the qualities of modern ships are now determined.

It has, indeed, become impracticable to carry out the 
provision of the law respecting the classification: of -ves- 
sels. I concur in the recommendations of the Judge Ad- 
vocate General, and enclose draft of a bill?’ The bil? 
will be found under our Congressional heading. 

In a report dated Caloocan, P. I., Nov. 3, 1899, to the 
Adjutant General, 2d Division, 8th Army Corps, Col.

A mistaken impression prevails that the indictment of 
the members of the Atlantic Contracting Company, 
which is alleged to include former Capt. Oberlin M.

A motion to 
dismiss the original bill of the company for work dene 
in Savannah Harbor and Cumberland Sound has been 
entered. It was stated by the counsel for the Atlantic 
Contracting Company that the company had no jiten- 
tion of abandoning its claim made in a suit brought in 
the Court of Claims, but simply desired an opportunity 
to amend its bill, in accordance with the changed condi- 
tions brought about by the conviction of Capt. Carter. 
Representative De Graffenreid, of Texas, has introduced 
a resolution calling upon the Secretary of War and’ the 
Attorney General to furnish the House of Representa- 
tives a full and detailed statement of what steps have 
been taken to secure the punishment of the alleged con- 
spirators with Capt. Carter. The indictment was made 
public at Savannah Dec. 11. The alleged conspirators 
are Benjamin D. Greene, John F. Gaynor, Edward H. 
Gaynor, William T. Gaynor, Michael A. Connolly and 
Oberlin M. Carter. 
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Senator Chandler’s bill to provide a course in athletics 
in our service academies, to which we referred in our is- 
sue of Dec. 9, has been received seriously by. the sport- 
ing men. Attempts to poke fun at the measure have 
been found not in the sporting columns of our daily 
newspapers, but in the sober editorials which reflect 
the opinions of men who too often know little of ath- 
letics and have infrequent contact with those who fol- 
low sports assiduously either as professionals or ama- 
teurs. Mr. A. G. Spalding, one of the famous old-time 
baseball players of Chicago, and now the sporting goods 
magnate, is thus quoted in the New York “Press” on the 
Chandler bill: “The West Point Military and Annapolis 
Naval Academies are organized and supported by the 
Government for the purpose of educating fighters, and I 
know of no better means of education on these lines 
than to perfect these students in baseball, football, cy- 
cling, golf and kindred athletic sports, and in any battles 
in which they may be called in the future I am of the 
opinion that you will find their training on the athletic 
field valuable. While I am not a military or naval man, 
never was in and never saw a battle, yet if I were fight- 
ing for my life, give me a thousand well-trained, skilful, 
brawny baseball and football players, and I will take 
my chances against a similar number of mathematicians 
and linguists, and I say this without any disparagement 
to the importance of these desirable educational advan- 
tages.”

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Maj. Gen. Wesley Merritt presided at a recent meet- 
ing of the 7th Regiment Armory, New York, of the Mili- 
tary Service Institution to further a plan to maintain 
National peace through constant preparedness for war. 
It contemplates a broadening of knowledge in the art of 
warfare and more extensive teaching of the science of 
war than is now provided. These objects it is proposed 
to accomplish through the establishment of a military 
museum in New York and by the spread of technical 
literature under the auspices of the Military Service In- 
stitution. The keynote of the movement was sounded 
by Col. Charles A. Woodruff, U. 8. A., treasurer of the 
organization, when he declared that if the country had 
been prepared for war early in 1898 there would have 
been no Spanish-American conflict, as the Cuban prob- 
lem would have been settled by diplomacy. Speeches in 
approval of the proposition to find a location for the In- 
stitution in New York were made by General F. V. 
Greene, General Daniel EB. Sickles, U. S. A.; General 
Daniel Butterfield, General J. W. Plume, Hon. 
John Bigelow, Hon. Whitelaw Reid, General 
Charles F. Roe, Col. A. L. Mills and W. C. 
Church. Among others present were: General 
George L. Gillespie, General J. W. Barriger, General 
John W. Clous, General George W. Wingate, General 
Horatio C, King, General T. F. Rodenbough; Col. W. 
H. Powell, Col. Daniel Appleton, Maj. J. G. Butler, 
Maj. J. D. G. Knight, Col. G. 8S. Schermerhorn, ©ol. A. 
M. Clark, Col. C. J. Wilson, Col, J. P. Kimball, D.O. 
Mills, Rear Adml. Erben and former Judge Joseph F. 
Daly. An excellent supper was provided by the ¢our-

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SOUTH: AFRICA AND THE PHILIPPINES. 


“Fighting, and as much of it as possible,” was. the 
recipe given by an English officer of the Peninsula for 
lcurting the art of war. English officers are now get- 
ling their training in this hard school, and no doubt 
they will profit by it. That they badly need war training 
. shown by the statements of their own officers, and 
umong them General Gatacré, who, in a lecture delivered 
ist May before the Royal United Service. lnstitution, 
told of an officer who came across a sentry at one of the 
pickets in-the Soudan, and went up and asked him sud- 
denly what his orders were. The man replied that his 
orders were to let the officer in command of the picket 
kuow “when the General was coming.” Apparently he 
had no other orders. General Gatacre expressed his dis- 
clief in scouts, holding that each regiment should be 
rquired to look after itself. 

In commenting on this lecture, Maj. Gen. Gosset, C. 
h., said: ‘tAnyone who follows the action of Craufurd’s 
Light Division in the Peninsular War realizes that the 
secret of its success lay in the fact that every man was 
« trained skirmisher. We are apt in peace time to grad- 
ually forget the lessons learnt in war, and this, I take 
it, ig the reason that skirmishing has gradually been 
eliminated from our drill book and become a lost art.” 
(seneral Gosset further stated that the principles laid 
down in the English drill book, while theoretically per- 
fect, have failed practically; and individuality, which is 
the keynote of the firing line, is non-existent in many 
hattalions of the English Army. “In old times,” said 
the General, “we had a light infantry company in every 
lotteion, and in addition, battalions of light troops, 
pecially trained as such; but in these days all infantry 
ity be regarded as light infantry, and the essence of 
ihe first stages of an attack is good skirmishing. In the 
ast twenty years the shooting of the British Army has 
improved enormously, and fire discipline and fire con- 
irol are something more than mere names; but we are 

wedded to volley-firing, and the men are so accus- 





med to look to orders from the rear that they at once 
se their individuality.” And yet when once the firing 
ne iseengaged the noise is so great that the word of 


command may not be heard, or, if heard, may not be 
obeyed. From this it was argued that collective firing 
should cease as soon as the firing, or skirmishing, line 
comes under the enemy’s fire. 
\s the Boers are ideal skirmishers, we may perhaps 
d in these statements of experienced British officers 
| explanation of the ill success the English have had 
thus far with the Boers. They are apparently learning 
ver again the lesson taught them in our Revolutionary 
War, when two British armies were forced to surrender. 
\ third, under General Packenham, the brother-in- 
v of the Duke of Wellington, and his trained soldiers 
fresh from the Peninsula, were nearly annihilated in 1815, 
by a handful of American frontiersmen under Jackson. In 
the opinion of General Gosset, the British soldier must be 
cured: of his bad habit of being perpetually on the look- 
out for orders to fire vollevs, and so carefully trained as 
« skirmisher that he “will be prepared to fight on equal 
terms” with’ Afghans in their rugged mountains, Bur- 
nese in their forests, and Boers behind their rocks and 
krantzes.” 


Another speaker on the occasion we refer to, Lieut. 


Col. Bdward Gunter, criticised General Gatacre for his 
edvoecacy of firing in movement. “The French practice 
it regularly, and the Germans have lately made very ex- 
haustive trials ‘to find out whether it could be advan- 
tngeously done. They have come to the conclusion that 
not only dées the attacking party, by firing in move- 
ment, not. score as well as by the usual method of fir- 
ing, but that the men thus halting, even momentarily, 
\o fire, suffer more, and that it is extremely fatiguing.” 
Another’ officer, Lieut. Col. F, C. Cartes, thought that 


the British service was suffering from overcentraliza- 
tion destroying individuality, JV Sarita 
Complaint is alse made by English officers that there 
is a great lack of uniform training im their service. A 
well-known staff officer, whose name is not given, s"ys: 
“After a long experience, both as a regimental and a 
staff officer, in peace and in service, I find Part V. (In- 
fantry Drill) misleading and perplexing in the extreme. 
Habit is a second nature, and it should be the object in 
peace to drive into one what one should do in all cir- 
cumstances in war; then why not have a standard form 


‘ for attack laid down that could be modified as required? 


As it is, everything is chaos, and battalions moving from 
one command to another have to adopt the ideas, con- 
stantly diametrically opposed, of each fresh com- 
mander.' Thus with a service getting battalions from 
different commands suddenly brought together for the 
first time in brigades, etc., such variance is not likely to 
have a favorable result.” ‘This is likely to have been the 
experience in South Africa With General Buller’s 
“seratch” division. 

There is much outspoken criticism in England of the 
management of military affairs in South Africa, and 
much more that is not spoken except in whispers. On 
the Continent the criticism of English methods is very 
general. The British Intelligence Office comes in for its 
share of criticism, and no doubt the strength of the 
Boers, counting not only numbers, but preparation for 
war as elements of strength, has been greatly under- 
rated. The military officers have been, no doubt, ham- 
pered, as are our officers in this country, by the domi- 
nation of political and civilian control over matters 
which should be left to the exclusive management of the 
military authorities, to secure military success. Still, 
this is one of the conditions controlling military men ib 
a free country, and they must accommodate themselves 
to it. It is an element that should be taken into ac- 
count, when we are considering what has been accom- 
plished in the Philippines. The more carefuliy General 
Otis’s exercise of his mixed civil and military functions 
is considered the higher he will stand in public esteem. 
The British officers are showing us how many mis- 
takes he might have made which have been avoided. 
No country has soldiers equal to our own in their thor- 
ough training by actual experience to meet the varied 
conditions of war. England has not met a civilized foe 
in nearly half a century, and meantime her idess of war 
have been demoralize] by too long an experience with 
enemies always inferior to Huropeans in weapons, in 
staying fighting qualities, or in both. American soldiers 
like Otis nave been trained in the two schools of savage 
and of civilized war, and are abie to quickly adapt them- 
selves to either. 

Our campaign in the Philippines has beef seen only 
through the haze of newspaper exaggeration and po- 
litical misrepresentation. Like the disturbing tricks of 
a fog, these have twisted the facts out of all proportion, 
making an ogre of an able and honest general, tyranny 
out of patriotic duty, and defeat out of a steady progress 
to finai victory. 





PROMOTION ON RETIREMENT. 

A determined effort will be made this winter, on the 
part of officers of the Army who served in the Civil 
War, to get a bill passed by Congress retiring them with 
higher rank than that which they hold on the active 
list. Major General Miles, in his annual report, has 
strongly recommended such a change in the law gov- 
erning retirements in the Army and it is confidently 
expected by the officers who would be affected, that 
little trouble will be had in getting favorable legisia- 
tion. At the present time, as is pointed out, naval offi- 
cers who served in the Civil War have a great advantage 
over their brethren in the Army who saw like service, 
in that they are retired with the next rank higher than 
that held by them on the active list. There seems to be 
no good reason why any discrimination should be made. 
It is certainly to be hoped that the efforts of the officers 
interested will be crowned with success. Secretary Root 
has interested himself in the matter and will, it 
is believed, do all in his power to assist . at 
the proper time. It is also believed that several 
Congressmen of prominence in Army and Navy affairs 
will help towards getting favorable action in Congress. 

Senator Foraker and Mr. Moody have introduced bilis 
in the Senate and House respectively, looking to legisla- 
tion along this line. These two bills are in their main 
features similar, and are strongly endorsed by the offi- 
cers in the War Department who are affected by them. 
General Miles, who so strongly advocates this measure, 
will not prefit by the bill, as it is purposed to promote 
only those officers holding rank below major general. 
Most of the Department chiefs will, however, be bene- 
fited by the plan, and it is to them that the lower rank- 
ing officers are looking for the most active assistance. 
At the date of the last Army Register (Jan. 1, 1809), 
there were 137 general and staff officers who served 
during the Rebellion on the active list and 216 officers of 
the line; a total of 353. All of the colonels and Jieut. 
colonels of the line, 90 of the majors and 72 captains 
were veterans of our great war, The list has since 
diminished somewhat by retirement. But officers on 
the retired list think that they should be included in 
the benefits of the law. In a letter received from one of 
this class, he says: “It seems to me that Congress 
if disposed to do the just thing, and do a graceful act, 
for none of us will be here for long, it ought to give one 
grade more than they now have to all the veterans of 
the Civil War who served on. battle fields efficiently,” 

It is doubtful whether Congress would ‘be disposed at 
this late day to open the record to determine who of

THE NAVY ENGINEER OORPS. . . 
In order that the Navy may be as efficient under the 
new personnel Jaw iis it wag when the Wngineer Corps 
was in existence, the Naval regulations, which are now 
in, the hands of a board formed for the purpose of re- 





vising them, will coutain a provision under which of- ; 
ficers shall be especially detailed for engineering duty. 
This clause meets with the hearty approval of the Sec- 


retary of the Navy and also of the various heads of the 
Naval departments. Provisions have been framed, super- 
seding all now in force, based upon letters from promi- 
nent line officers, some of them former engineers, under 
which, in a modern battleship, three officers shall be } 
detailed to engine duty, one of whom shall be an officer ¢ 
in whom the commander of the vessel can repose special 
confidence. It is intended that he shall have a tour of 

three years’ consecutive duty as Chief Engineer of the 

vessel, The two other officers, who will be his junior in 

rank, shall perform watch duty in the engine room and 

work of a supervisory character, though they will also 

be available for deck duty, alternating in the two posi- 

tions. High officers of the service believe that the ob- 
servance of this regulation will greatly improve the ef- 

ficiency of the engine room force. It is thought by 

many that a mistake was made in the abolition of the 
Engineer Corps, especially in view of the decrease of 
engineer officers, which has so far been the result. The 

older engineers have also learned, as a result of their ' 
transfer to the line and assumption of line duties, that 

it is exceedingly difficult for them to adjust themselves to 

the new conditions, and some haye gone so far as to with- ' 
draw their applications for line duty, and have requested 
that they be retained on engineering duty only. 

The chances are great that Rear Adml. Melville will 
be appointed next month to the position of Mngineer-in- 
Chief of the Bureau of Steam Engineering of the Navy 
Department, without waiting for the passage of a bill 
authorizing the selection of a line officer for this posi- 
tion. It will be recalled that Secretary Long, in his an- 
nual report, called the attention of the President and 
Congress to the terms of the act under which the chier 
of the Bureau of Steam Engineering should be appointed 
from the chief engineers of the Navy and should be a 
skilful engineer. A prominent lawyer has recently ren- 
dered an opinion that Rear Admi. Melville, as an officer 
of the line detailed solely for engineering duty, is avail- 
able for appointment, and this opinion has been brought 
to the attention of the President and the Secretary of the 
Navy with a view to their action in accordance with its 
view. The friends of Rear Adml. Melville seem to be i 
determined that he shall secure the appointment, and, " 
even if it becomes necessary to get a bill through Con- 
gress amending the law, no difficulty is expected, in 
view of the experience and well-known ability of that of- 
ficr. We sincerely hope that Admiral] Melville will se- 
cure the appointment to the responsible position. 








Secretary Long has sent to Senator Hale, chairman 
of the Senate Committee on Naval Affairs, a draft of a 
bill to provide for the consolidation of the Bureaus of ‘ 
Construction and Repair, Steam Engineering, and Equip- 
ment. A strong argument for this change was made 
by the Secretary in his annual report, and it has been 
fully discussed in our columns. The consolidation, if ef- 
fected by Mr, Long's bill, will make a new Bureau of 
Ships, the chief of which is to rank as chiefs of other 
existing bireaus, or as Rear Admiral. The Bureau of d 
Ships is to be composed of two divisions, called reapec- 
tively Construction and Machinery, the chiefs of these 
divisions to have the rank and pay of Captain, The 
chief of the Bureau of Ships is to be appointed from the 
line or from the constructors of the Navy above the 
grade of commander; the chief of the Division of Con- : 
struction to be selected from the list of Naval construc- 
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reaus is to be distributed as the Secretary of the Navy 

may direct; the Hydrographic Office, now under the / 
Bureau of Equipment, is to be transferred to the office 

of the Assistant Secretary. All laws in force affecting 
the three bureaus thus consolidated are to apply to the ‘ 
new bureau, unless they conflict, when the Secretary

There 
were 650 casualties among the non-commissioned officers 
yond men of the Highland Brigade at Magersfontein. 
The brigade lost ten officers killed, 38 wounded and 
four missing.

of defeat. By his retirement to Molteno, eleven miles 
to the south of Stormberg Junction, General Gatacre is 
in the same position he was a week ago, but with the 
political situation seriously compromised owing to his de- 
feat. 

General Gatacre appears to have submitted himself 
with kind confidence to a local policeman who marched 
the force about from half past nine on Saturday night 
until 4 o’clock on Sunday morning, and then landed it in 
an impossible position, where it was raked on all sides 
by the enemy’s rifle and artillery fire, without a possibil- 
ity of replying. The total losses of the British are 672 
officers and men and two guns, the Boers say three. Of 
these it is believed that about 175 fell in the fight before 
surrendering. The Boer official despatch on the affair puts 
the number of prisoners in their hands at nine officers 
and 480 non-commissioned officers and men. 

The Boer loss on Sunday is reported to have been four 
killed and nine wounded. Probably this is correct, as no 
genuine attack was delivered by General Gatacre’s 
troops, Who were pace agp J surprised while in column. 
The British, apparently, simply ‘rushed up the nearest 
hill, without orders or knowing where the enemy was. 

The Cape Town “Argus’s” account of the Stormberg 
disaster indicates that there was considerable confusion 
in the course of the retreat. Once, it is reported, the 
British artillery fired on a body of their own men who 
had not yet retreated out of the hollow, wounding sev- 
eral of them. 

The English had a small success at Gun Hill, where 
sally ten Boer guns were captured and de- 
stroyed and one Maxim carried off.

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THE FIPTY-SIXTH CONGRESS—FIRST SESSION. 


At a meeting of the Senate Committee on Military Af- 
fairs, held on Monday last, the nominations of General 
Buffington to be Chief of Ordnance and General Bates 
to be Paymaster General, were acted upon. The 
committee reported favorably in both of these cases. Fav- 
orable action was also taken by the committee in the cases 
of all the nominations of general officers of the Volunteer 
Army made since the last session of Congress. Up to the 
present time practically nothing has been done by the 
Senate Committee on Military Affairs except to act — 
nominations. Since the last session of Congress there has 
been a large number of appointments in the Regular 
Army and also many Volunteer commissions have been 
given-to officers in the Regular establishment. Most of 
these are being reported favorably, and only a very few 
cases have been held up for further consideration. 

Congressmen interested in military affairs are going to 
make strenuous efforts during this session of Congress to 
have many important changes made in the present organi- 
zation of the gular establishment of the Army. Owing 
to the fact that the House Committee * Military Affairs 
has not as yet been formed, little of a definite character 
has been done looking towards any legislation. Mr. Hull, 
the chairman of the committee during the last session of 
Congress, will probably hold the same position — the 
present session. It is believed that an attempt will be 





made to pass a bill this term reorganizing the Regular 
Army on lines su; in the recent annual rt of 
the retary of War. The chan recommended Mr. 


Root are very favorably regarded by Congressmen inter- 
ested in seeing this country have a better and larger stand- 
ing army. The Secretary’s recommendation that oe 
manent staff be abolished will, it is thought, be embodied 
in the coming Army bill, but it is considered very doubt- 
ful whether such a radical change will be adopted and be- 
come law.

GENERAL MILLDR AT ILOILO. 


To the Editor of the Army and Navy Journal: 

I read in the Journal of Dec. 9 what was therein 
printed concerning the report of Maj. Gen. Otis. What 
interested me particularly was what related to General 
Miller and Iloilo, as being of great interest and impor- 
tance, as his t in the affairs of that time resulted in 
the present advantageous position of the United States 
toward the people of the Philippines. Some notes, mostly 
from naval sources, have been published Pn paper. 
These are not satisfactory to the friends of neral Mil- 
ler, because of omissions by their authors of important 
particulars. 

That General Miller deserves credit for the course he 
took is shown by the statement in the Journal about 
the “Joint Despatch of Jan. 9, 99, Page 335, Line 40,” 
viz. * * * “and gratification that Otis did not per- 
mit Miller to bring on hostilities.” His friends are try- 
ing to get General Miller to publish a complete and ac- 
curate account of his conduct of affair’ off Lloilo, and the 
capture of the city. As you know, all that General Mil- 
ler controlled turned out well, and equal success would 
have attended the capture of the city later had his 
hand not been forced and he greatly embarrassed by 
the aetion of one whom he had been informed by higher 
authority was there to assist him. I mean that his cap- 
ture of the city might, under different circumstances, have 
beem not only a military success, as it was, in spite of 
the above mentioned drawbacks, but also a financial suc- 
cess, as it was not, there now being claims against the 
Government of a million for destruction of property. 

\Vhen General Miller publishes his article it will be of 
interest, containing some facts not yet published. 

\. correct statement of the case appears in an article 
published by the Springfield “Republican” some time ago. 








The “Republican” says: 
“To rully appreciate the great political service thus ren- 
dered by General Miller the reader must recall the situa- 
tion regarding the peace treaty with Spain at that par- 
ticular time. That treaty, which was not signed at Paris 
until Dee. 10, was not transmitted by the President to 
the Senate until Jan. 4, when it was first read ta 
the Senate and referred to the Committee on Foreign 
Relations. Yet on Jan. 3, General Miller, off Lloilo, was 
uler orders from Otis to take that city ‘by force if the 
lative government would not surrender to the authori- 
les of the United States. Yet only by the ratification 
f the treaty would the United States have any authority 
it all over any part of the Philippine are 
of Manila Bay, Manila and its suburbs. To have seized 
lloilo, therefore, before the treaty had been ratified would 
lave constituted a gross usurpation of power by the Ex- 
‘cutive. It was the sudden consciousness of that fact 
which caused the Administration to change its plan, and 
which umdowb was the cause of General Otie’s sud- 
ten countermma order to General Miller not to at- 
lack the town.

LIFE OF ADMIRAL DAVIS. 


In the life of Rear Admiral Charles Henry Davis, cov- 
ering the period from 1807 to 1877, his son, Capt. Charles 
H. Davis, U. 8. N., has given us an interesting view of 
an admirable sea captain of the old school. In con- 
cluding the affectionate ripe of his father’s career, Capt. 
Davis says: “In his official character, Admiral Davis was 
first and foremost a naval officer. He belonged to that 
class which it sis the honor of the Regular Army and 
Navy to produce, and whose reward is generally only the 
fulfillment of a h ideal all its own, which it is often 
the privilege of vulgar malice to flout and contemn, but 
which is truly the safeguard and bulwark of the Repub- 
lic. * * * Since the close of his active career, the 
service which he loved has passed through a long and 
almost hopeless period of decadence and neglect, until it 
has by a sudden transition again attained to a position 
of respectable importance.” A sharp line, he tells us, 
has been drawn ween the old Navy and the new. 
Tradition and the trace of continuity are lost. “It is 
due,” he sa “in some measure perhaps to a shallow 
and scheme at Annapolis, but mainly to the 
vigor and energy with which the whole Navy has arisen 
from the enforced lethargy of years, to adapt itself to 
new conditions. niess the signs of the times are 
wholly illusory, the Navy, released from a degradin 
struggle against bigotry and caprice for a mere continue 
existence, will find its acknowledged place as a factor in 
the march of the nation as a world power, even toward 
the realization of the dream of universal peace.” The 
work is from the press of Houghton, Miffin & Co., Bos- 
ton and New York.

As he was falling, Bell followed 
up his advantage by two stunning blows with the butt 
end of his little gun. The vanquished knight of the 
Philippines was taken care of by the Hospital Corps, 
while the victorious Colonel continued the chase. It ap- 
pears that Bell’s valor is known throughout the entire 
insurgent army, and it is said that a Colonel’s straps 
awaits the man who succeeds in doing up the valiant 
American.
